DETAILS OF INVESTTGATTON 

1. On or about May 30, 1990, ADUMEKWE submitted 
for a Social Security Number and Card (Form SS-5) in the name of 
STANFIELD. On this appUcation, ADUMEKWE provided a date of birth 
and place of birth of Newark, NJ. In the "Types of Evidence Submitted 
application, Newark, NJ Birth Certificate number xxxx and AT&T 
xxxxxxxxxxxxxxx were presented. On or about May 30, 1990, the SSA 
application and ADUMEKWE was assigned his second SSN (xxx-xx-xxxx) 

2. A National Law Enforcement Telecommunications System 
check showed that ADUMEKWE acquired Washington, DC Drivers' Licens 
in the name of Stanley Okey STANFIELD in 1991 (expiration date 
ADUMEKWE's most recent renewal of Washington, DC Drivers' License 
was on 10/16/2003, with an expiration date of 07/12/2008. The current regis 
for the license is - xxx, Washington, DC 200 11 . 

3. A passport records check revealed that on February 8, 1991 
identifying himself as Stanley Okey STANFIELD, claiming to have been 
XX, xxxx in Newark, New Jersey, executed a DS-11 application for U.S 
Silver Spring, Maryland. As proof of identity and citizenship, ADUMEK^\|li 
Social Security Number xxx-xx-xxxx, Washington, DC Driver's License

4. A National Crime Information Center (NCIC) check for 
ADUMEKWE with a date of birth of July xx, xxxx revealed an arrest for 
on September 7, 1992 by the Washington, D.C. Police Department. 
photograph of ADUMEKWE bore a strong resemblance to the DS-1 1 pho 
individual identifying himself as STANFIELD in the DS-11 applica 
Februarys, 1991. 

5. On August 8, 1995, a check with the New Jersey State 
Statistics revealed that there is no record of birth for STANLEY OKEY 
with a date of birth in Newark, New Jersey on July xx, xxxx. 

6. On August 29, 1995, Agents of the Diplomatic Security Servic| 
ADUMEKWE who admitted to using a counterfeit New Jersey Birth 
fraudulently obtained Washington, DC Driver's License in the name 
STANFIELD to acquire U.S. Passport number xxxxxxxx in the nam<! 
STANFIELD. ADUMEKWE prepared a sworn statement declaring the 
birth certificate from New York (New Jersey Birth Certificate) in the 
Stanfield at the cost of $300 and applied for passport in MD Post Offic| 
Security Card #xxx-xx-xxxx and I got the passport post office box in MD 
Nigeria 3 times. It was lost April 1995 on my trip from Boston then to 
trunk was broken into and a bag that contained the passport was stolen."

7. Western Union records, derived from a subpoena, revealed that 
ADUMEKWE wired $1,300 to Ezenwa Ozurumba NKPADO using the 
STANFIELD. The transaction was initiated in Washington, DC and 
Nigeria. Documents used to verify identity include Washington DC 
xxxxxxxxxxx (issue date 10/16/2003, expiration date 07/12/2008). 

8. Citibank records, derived from a subpoena, revealed that on 
ADUMEKWE opened savings account number xxxxxxxxxx in the name 
STANFIELD. References used to open the account include DC Dri 
xxxxxxxxxxx (issue date 10/16/2003, expiration date 07/12/2008), an 
ID— Taxicab Commission Employee Number xxxxxx (expiration date 07/ 
Social Security Number xxx-xx-xxxx. 

9. On March 21, 2006, ADUMEKWE was cited by Metrop|)^ 
Department for violating PI 59 (parking in an AM Rush Hour Zone) 
presented Washington, DC Drivers' License xxxxxxxxx (issue date 
expiration date 07/12/2008) in the name of Stanley Okey STANFffiLD t| 
Subsequently, a court hearing was established for May 1, 2006 regard 
violation due to ADUMEKWE failing to pay the fine. Altogether, 
ADUMEKWE has received 14 traffic violations in the name of 
STANFIELD; for all 14 traffic violations, ADUMEKWE utilized

17. Based upon my training, experience, and participation in 
investigations, your Affiant knows the following: a) persons living 
identities maintain identity documents in that named identity on their persor 
residence and vehicle, as they must be handy for identification purposes b) 
an assumed identity, an individual collects documents and papers to further 
assumed identity c) individuals living under assumed identities keep hi 
person or in their residence, legitimate identity documents in their true iden 
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involved in fraudulent activities commonly maintain addresses or teleph 
books or papers which reflect names, addresses and/or telephone 
associates involved in fraudulent activities. These documents include 
notes, ledgers, and other papers, including any computerized or electronic 
to document fraud; address and/or telephone notebooks and papers, 
computerized or elecfronic records, reflecting names, addresses and telepl 
travel records, including but not limited to, passports, visas, airiine tickets, 
and airline ticket receipts. 

18. Based on the above information, your Affiant has probable 
and does beheve, that Stanley Ejike ADUMEKWE, ayTc/a Stanley Okey 
has violated Title 18, United States Code, Sections 1028(a)(3) and 1028(a] 
knowingly possesses identification documents with intent to use 
knowingly possesses an identification document— other than one issued 
use of the possessor, to defraud the United States. Your Affiant also has 
to believe, and does believe, that Stanley Ejike ADUMEKWE, a/k/a S 
STANFIELD, has violated Title 42, United States Code, § 408(a)(7)(A) 
willfully, knowingly, and with intent to deceive, used multiple social 
numbers, assigned by the Commissioner of Social Security on the b 
information furnished to the Commissioner of Social Security by him. 
Affiant respectfiiUy submits that probable cause exists to believe that evidencj 
instrumentalities of these violations, namely, the items listed in Attachmeijt 
found at xxx rtment xxx, Washington, DC 2001 1 .
